THE BETTING OFFICES OF 
LONDON. 


BY ALFRED W. HOWITT. 





One of the most remarkabie festures of the 
London streets at the present time is the tn- 
crease of betting offices. Go in whatever di 
rection you will, into the city, to the West End, 
by the river-side, in fact, anywhere, you will 
woe offices the unmistakable stamp of 
the “Tarf.” These offices are not striking in 
themselves, as they consist merely of « room, 
at the bottom of which « railed partition rans 
across, having smal] pigeon-holes, with « little 
sbelf, whore the almost invisible proprietor re- 
ceives your money and issues his “ ticket.” 
Round the walls long strips of paper are pinned 
to @ green cloth frame, each paper being in- 
sortbed with the names of the various horses en- 
tered for the different races, and also what the 
detting-list choose to call the “ fair 
market odds.” In front of these lists you will 
generally see men of every class, who are con- 
uing them with great interest. Externally these 
offices present the appearance of wire blinds at 
the windows, with possibly “ The Great United 
Town and Country Betting Bank” \oscribed on 
them, and « cast or two of celebrated race- 
herses In the window. The keepers of these 
“banks” are aimost always broken down 
« turfites,” and as a class do not bear the best 
characters. There are undoubtedly some of 
them who conduct their business on as fair a 
footing as its nature will admit of; but, taken as 
8 whole, they are a slippery set. 

These offices are of comparatively recent 
date, and have only arjsen from the attempt to 
put down the betting system, as carried out by

After the spring meeting at Ep- 
som, several of these offices closed altogether, 
on the whole, the public lost and the bettins 
houses won, bat one office in the elty outdid 
its brethren in andacity—im fact quite out-He- 
rodei Herod—the morning after the race all 
money ought to be peid—but at this office « 
notice was posted up to ihe effect that pay- 
ments would be made at «Two o'slock,” da- 
ting the morning @ good deal of money was 
takea on races to come—at twolve the people 
all left for dinper—but strange to sey, never 
came back—and as it happened, took every. 
thing of value away with them. Two o’elock 
came, and with it (he ticket -holders, who were 
mighty surprised to tind the place open but de 
sorted. 

The extent to which this mania for betting, 
aod the turf has gained ground here, may be 
estimated from the fact that there are some 
seven or echt newspapers pablished which are 
all more or less exclasively devoted to it. The 
sporting phraseology, too, is quite unique in 
character—it smacks im every line of racing, 
detting, the turf, the P. RK. (Pugilist Ring,) and 
sporting im general.

NOTES ON NOSES. 


Crass 1.—The Roman, or aquiline nose, in- 
dicates great decision, considerable energy, 
firmness, absence of refinement, and disregard 
of the bienesances of life. 

Cuass 2.—The Greek, or straight nose, indi- 
cates refinement of character, love for the fine 
arts and delles /ectres, astuteness, craft, and pre- 


tative, it indicates the most useful and intel- 
lectual of characters, and is the highest and 
most beantiful form which the organ can as- 
sume. 

Curses 8.—The cogitative or wide nostrilled 
nose, is, as its secondary name imports, wide 
at the end, thick and broad; not clubbed, but 
gradually widening below the bridge. The 
other noses are seen in profile, but this in full 
face.
